Election Day began with outgoing Atlanta Mayor 
Kasim Reed using his bully pulpit and social media 
presence to attack would-be successors who cast 
aspersions on his legacy. 

It ended with robocall from a disgraced politi- 
cal consultant embroiled in the Atlanta City Hall 
bribery scandal. 

For the past six months, the city has endured a 
grueling and befuddling contest with eight credi- 
ble candidates vying to replace Reed. 

And by late Tuesday evening, the outcome was 
still not clear.

After walking at least a dozen 
miles on a hot summer night, 
58-year-old Euree Martin asked 
a stranger for water. 

Hardly an unusual request just 
south of Georgia's gnat line, but 
the stranger thought otherwise, 
calling 911 to report a person act- 
ing suspiciously. Or as one civil 
rights activist later called i, “walk- 
ing while black.” 

Whatever the reason, that call to 
police set offa chain of events that 
ultimately led to Martin’s death and 


possible murder charges against 
the three white Washington County 
sheriff's deputies since fired — 
who used Tasers as they tried to 
arrest the unarmed man. 

How it got to that point remains 
mystery. Martin wasnot accused 
ofany crime, according to the GBI, 
which investigated the incident. 
Was there an altercation, as the 
deputies claimed, that prompted 
them to deploy their Tasers, 
shocking Martin repeatedly? Cell 
phone video shot by a passing 
motorist doesn'tshow the alleged 
confrontation, only the disturbing 
aftermath — Martin, face down on 
the ground, handcuffed, dying of 
respiratory distress.

Democrats 
win key 
elections 
in Va., NJ. 


Winning candidates use 
Trump's unpopularity 
to generate support.

RICHMOND, VA. — Voters in Vir- 
ginia and New Jersey gave Dem- 
cratic gubernatorial candidates 
large victories Tuesday, provid- 
ing the party with two key wins 
a year after the election of Pres- 
ident Donald Trump. 

In Virginia's hard-fought con- 
test, Democratic Lt. Gov. Ralph 
Northam defeated Republican Ed 
Gillespie. In New Jersey, frontrun- 
ning Democrat Phil Murphy over- 
came Republican Lt. Gov. Kim 
Guadagno to succeed unpopular 
GOP Gov. Chris Christie. 

Northam rode to victory in part 
bby tapping into voters’ frustration 
over Trump's victory. Murphy 
had an easier pathway in New 
Jersey, where Guadagno con- 
tended with both Trump's and 
Christie's unpopularity. 

Northam, the state’s lieutenant 
governor, repeatedly tried to tie 
Gillespie to the president. His vic- 
tory was in large part due to a 
surge in anti-Trump energy since 
the president took office. Dem- 
ocrats said they had record lev- 
els of enthusiasm heading into 
the race. 

Gillespie tried to rally the
